COUNCILLORS will decide 
the fate of Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome at a meeting next 
month. 

They will take a decision 
on whether to grant 
approval for the demolition 
of the 1,700-seat theatre, on 
Castle Hill. 

Dudley Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee will rule on 
the plans on August 5 at a 
meeting starting at 6pm at 
the council house, in Priory 
Road. 

More than 20,000 people 
have signed a petition gath¬ 
ered over the past 18 months 
by campaigners bidding to 
save the theatre. 

They hope to bring back 
its heyday when it was one of 
the country’s leading 
provincial theatres, drawing 
in the biggest names in show 
business. 

The Friends of Dudley 
Hippodrome devised a busi¬ 
ness plan to show how they 
could reopen the venue once 
more. 

They have also gathered 
support from business 
owners in the town who say 
the theatre could help the 
local economy. 

But the campaigners suf¬ 
fered a blow when their 
plans were deemed ‘unvi- 
able’ by assessors from 
Herefordshire-based con¬ 
sultants Artservicet. 

The planning application 
had been on hold pending 
the assessor’s decision.

Rule change ripped my marriage apart - pastor

A CHURCH pastor says his 13-year 
marriage to a Brazilian woman is 
being ‘ripped apart’ by immigration 
bosses who are refusing her entry to 
the UK - because he cannot provide 
six payslips. 

Robert Cooper immediately fell in 
love with his wife Adna while 
working as a missionary in Sao 
Paulo and after six months married 
her at Kingswinford Christian 
Centre. 

The pair then worked and settled 
in the region for three years. 

But after returning to the South 
American country for nine years to 


teach English at a private school and 
then run a church, Mr Cooper has 
been told by the Border Agency that 
he cannot bring back his wife to this 
country. 

The problem lies with new immi¬ 
gration rules brought in last July 
which mean only British people who 
show they have earned more than 
£18,600 a year can sponsor their 
non-European spouse’s visa. 

Mr Cooper was earning more than 
the required amount, but because 
the First Renewal Presbyterian 
Church is a non-profit organisation, 
he cannot get payslips for the appli¬ 


cation to prove his earnings. “It’s 
heartbreaking for both of us, the 
Borders Agency has ripped us 
apart,” said Mr Cooper, who 
returned to live with his parents 
Robert and Katherine, in Comber 
Drive, Pensnett, in March. 

Terrible 

The 38-year-old is appealing 
against the Borders Agency’s deci¬ 
sion, and has the support of Dudley 
South MP Chris Kelly. 

Mr Cooper said: “We have been 
together for so long, and now my 
only contact is over the internet or 


telephone, the whole thing is terri¬ 
ble and has left me feeling power¬ 
less.” 

A Home Office spokesman said: 
“All applications are considered on 
their individual merits and in line 
with the immigration rules, the 
onus is on the individual to provide 
the necessary evidence to support 
their application. 

“Mrs Cooper’s application did not 
meet the requirements of the immi¬ 
gration rules.” 

The couple appealed against the 
refusal last month, and expect to get 
a date for an appeal this month. 


BROTHERS BUCK 
JOB-LOSS TREND 


TWO businessmen have vowed to tackle the decline in 
manufacturing head-on by investing thousands of 
pounds in their family-run firm. Maple in Netherton. which 
specialises in tool hire and workwear, has opened a new 
showroom and taken on extra staff. 

But the news from another part of the town was bleak with the potential loss 
of up to 90 jobs with a firm preparing to concentrate its operaton overseas. 

Control Equipment which manufactures 
fire alarm panels and other detection 
devices, could close its site in Cinder Bank, 
next March, if the proposals are agreed. 

Bosses plan to shut the site and concen¬ 
trate manufacturing at its base in Rajeko in 
the Czech Republic. 

The decision was met with dismay by 
Netherton councillor Qadar Zada. 

The firm, which employs 90 people, is 
owned by Tyco Fire Protection Products 
which says the proposals follow a review of 
its fire detection manufacturing sites. 

The firm said it hoped to ‘avoid making 
redundancies’ and would look to re-deploy 
workers in other roles where possible. 

A full consultation is due to take place. 

A spokesman said: “Our manufacturing 
operation in Rajeko is a modern, ‘world- 
class’, manufacturing facility with produc¬ 
tion capabilities that are easily scalable and 
is one of our manufacturing ‘Centres of 
Excellence’. 

“If these proposals proceed, transfer of 
the production activities to Rajeko would 
commence over a transitional period which 
would result in the closure of the Dudley site 
on March 31.” 

Councillor Zada said: “I’m extremely dis¬ 
appointed that the firm has made the deci-

sion to look at closing the site. We need as 
many employers in the borough as possible 
in the current climate with so many people 
out of work. And now there could more 
people looking for jobs. 

“Manufacturing is struggling but every 
company makes a difference.” 

Menawhile, brothers and directors 
Martin and Alan Humphries, aged 42 and 
39, have spent the past year expanding the 
retail side of Maples, which has been 
running for more than 30 years. 

They have pumped £50,000 into creating 
the showroom and have also built a new 
storage area. There is a shop next door for 
the tool hire side of the business. 

The firm, which also prints and embroi¬ 
ders a wide range of workwear at the site in 
Chapel Street, has taken on two extra staff, 
bringing the total employed to 12. 

Martin, who along with his brother took 
over the business from their father Les, 
said: “Manufacturing is dwindling. It’s the 
toughest I’ve known it. 

“We’ve gone against the trend by expand¬ 
ing at a time when many other firms are 
folding. It’s a big gamble but we didn’t want 
to just accept these tough times.”

THEY say home is where 
the heart is. And that’s cer¬ 
tainly the case for a Dudley 
pensioner who has lived in 
her house for more than 80 
years. 

Annie Johnson, 85, has lived at 
her home on Hawthorne Road for 84 
years, moving in when she was 18 
months old as the youngest of eight 
children. 

Her parents Harry and Rose 
Robins had previously had to cram 
their large family into a two- 
bedroom house closer to the town 
centre, where Cousins Furniture 
now stands. 

She said: “There are too many 
memories here for me to let it go to 
anyone else and I’ll be here until 
they carry me out. 

“It is a good street to live in and 
we’ve got good neighbours.” 

When Mrs Johnson’s family 
moved into their home, she said 
most of the families on the street 
were large, with eight or nine chil¬ 
dren in each house, and she was 
never short of playmates as she grew 
up. 

Skipping 

She added: “There were children 
in every house and we all played 
together in the street with skipping 
ropes and things. 

“Everybody came out of their 
houses and you could play on the 
road. It was very different to today. 
It’s a shame you can’t turn the clock 
back.” 

Mrs Johnson remembers Dudley 
having a market that would stay 
open until 10pm on the weekends 
and a different culture where large 
families shared small homes and 
children were more often born at 
home than in hospital. 

When she left school at the age of 
14, Mrs Johnson worked in a Smeth¬ 
wick factory and then at bed-makers 
Vono. At the age of 20 she married 
Sidney Johnson. Because the family 

house was so small, however, and 
already housed other relatives, 
including her sister, her brother-in- 
law and two children, the newly¬ 
weds had to live apart for about 10 
months before someone moved out 


and there was room for Mr Johnson 
to live with his new wife. Mr 
Johnson passed away 24 years ago. 

Children Patricia Hughes, now 
64, Stephen, 61, and Robert, 57, 
were born there and Mrs Hughes 


lived there with her husband before 
moving to a house of their own on 
nearby Poplar Crescent after their 
son was born. Mrs Johnson who has 
three children, eight grandchildren, 
nine great-grandchildren and four 


great-great-grandchildren added: 
“I’ve always said it’s a home for 
everybody and whenever one of 
them is in trouble they come here. 
“It’s our house, not my house.” 


Driver is 
cleared of

A BRIERLEY Hill man has 
been cleared at court of dan¬ 
gerous driving after a rev¬ 
eller was hit by a car. 

A jury at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court returned at 
not guilty on Marc Round, of 
Robin Hood Road. 

He was accused of aiming 
his Peugeot 106 at David 
Jones on Ivyhouse Lane, 
Coseley on May 6 last year. 

The jury had been told 
how earlier that night the 
pair had got into an alterca¬ 
tion at The Clifton pub, 
Sedgley.

Church trumpets joy after its £45k revamp 


THE £45,000 revamp of a chapel in 
Coseley is almost complete, as plans 
are drawn up for a dedication service. 

Finishing touches are being put to 
Sodom Chapel, Upper Ettingshall 
Road. Rotten windows have been 
stripped and replaced and the building 
has been rendered with ceilings taken 
down and walls plastered. 

Work began in April after the chapel 
secured £24,500 funding from landfill 
tax trust, Ibstock Cory Environmental 
Mrs uwen laaaa, ine cnurcrrs oiaesi memDer ax y/, ana Trust (ICET). 

Bethany Poole, of Coseley Comets marching band, with Treasurer Margaret Thomas said: 
the Rev John Barrett and senior steward Mrs Audrey Ujma “We were very pleased that ICET could 



see how important the chapel was to 
the local community. 

“We asked them for £24,500 to make 
all the repairs necessary and they 
quickly came back to us to tell us we 
could have the funds and could start 
repairing the chapel we love. 

“We found that the work we needed 
to do was quite extensive and in the 
end cost £45,000, but we were grateful 
for donations from the chapel’s congre¬ 
gation, fundraising and church funds 
to be able to complete the work. 

“The final touches are now being 
made with the laying of new carpet and 


then we will have a dedication service 
to celebrate the transformation of this 
church that once again looks 
refreshed, friendly and welcoming.” 

It was built in 1850 and nicknamed 
Sodom Chapel because of the bad rep¬ 
utation the area used to have. It is now 
used by groups and associations, 
including mother and toddlers, band 
practice and a community cafe. 

Angela Haymonds, secretary of 
ICET said: “This chapel has a fascinat¬ 
ing history of providing a focal point for 
the community, trustees were very 
pleased to fund the repairs.” 


Animal ban for couple who 
sold ill bulldog on Facebook 


A COUPLE have been banned from keeping animals for 10 years after 
showing a ‘callous disregard’ for their ill British bulldog - which they 
sold on Facebook after failing to take it to a vet for treatment. 

Joseph Salter and Cally Ricard, from Brierley Hill did not seek veterinary 
treatment for pet despite its fast deteriorating health while in their care, instead 
selling it for £80 after posting an advert on the social networking site. 


The pair, who have now split up, had to 
help drag the six-year-old dog, called Molly, 
into the back of the buyers Joanne Bennett, 
of Halesoowen, and Natalie Morris’ car - and 
would not give over the ill dog until the cash 
was handed over. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard last week 
Salter showed the buyers into the back 
garden where the animal was lying on a dirty 
dog bed, which was soaking and mouldy. 

The dog was suffering from a life-threat¬ 
ening uterine condition called pyometra, 
and would have died if Mrs Bennett and Mrs 
Morris did not pass it onto the RSPCA, 
according to the animal charity. 

Salter, aged 22, of Lakeside Court, and 
Ricard, 23, of Woods Crescent, appeared for 
sentencing after both pleading guilty to 
failing to getting veterinary care for the dog 
and failing in their duty as owners. 

Mr John Fellows, chairman of the bench, 
disqualified the pair from keeping, looking 
after and owning any animal for 10 years 
each. 

Attention 

He also ordered them to pay £500 each 
toward a £4,761 bill from veterinary and 
court costs. They were also told to carry out 
150 hours of unpaid work each. 

Mr Nick Sutton, prosecuting, said: “These 
two people showed a callous disregard to the 
welfare of an animal. 

“In this case they have not provided the 
dog with necessary veterinary treatment, 
then they attempted to sell it on top of that. ” 

Mr Sutton told the court how the dog was 
brought to the attention of the RSPCA in 
February last year after Mrs Bennett and 
Mrs Morris saw a Facebook advert posted by 
the pair. 

He said the two women, after seeing the 
condition the dog was in and where it was 
being kept, refused to leave without it and 
paid the cash to take it home. 

But after feeding the dog and letting it rest 
overnight, the women noticed no improve¬ 
ment and took it to the RSPCA, where it 
made a full recovery. 

Mr Sutton said: “Had it not been for the 
action of the two women to put their hands

in their pockets and take the dog away it 
would have been dead - there is no shadow 
of a doubt about that.” 

Mr Sutton said: “This couple did not care 
for the dog’s illness - they did nothing when 
it was blindingly obvious they should have 
done something.” 

When the women were shown into the 
couple’s house, they described finding the 
dog on a cushion in the back garden with a 
milky liquid coming from its body. 

It hardly moved as they approached. Mr 
Sutton said: “The women described the dog 
as lethargic. They also couldn’t believe how 
thin it was. 

“The situation caused so much distress to 
the women that one of them cried. 

“They were determined to take the dog 
away from the address - but the defendant 
wouldn’t release the animal until they paid 
the price for it. 

“On taking the dog, it cowered down as 
they approached and the women needed the 
assistance of the defendants to put it into 
the back of the car.” 

Mr William Harrison, defending the 
former couple, said, although the dog 
should have been given veterinary care, its 
health had quickly deteriorated. 

Afford 

The couple, who said in interview they 
could not afford to take the dog to the vets, 
had inherited the pet from their landlord in 
December 2011. 

After sentencing the couple, Mr Fellows 
said: “We commend the good citizenship of 
the two ladies who reported the matter to 
the RSPCA. 

After the case, Mrs Bennett, aged 43, 
said: “This was a really great result. 

“They may have thought they got away 
with it, but we weren’t going to give up - I’d 
do that 100 times over if in the same posi¬ 
tion again.” 

Mrs Bennett said Molly had now fully 
recovered and was being looked after by Mrs 
Morris, aged 45.

Members 
of family 
attacked 
teenager 

THREE members of a 
family have been found 
guilty of savagely attacking 
a 16-year-old boy, battering 
him with bricks, sticks and a 
baseball bat, after accusing 
him of throwing stones at 
their home. 

Gareth Attwood, 21, and 
Andrew Attwood, 46, of Fens 
Crescent, along with Aaron 
Attwood, 23, of Westwood 
Street, all Brierley Hill, will 
be sentenced this month 
after being convicted of 
wounding. 

The jury at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard the 
three attacked the teenager 
and his friend, 19, at Fens 
Pool Nature Reserve, in Pen- 
snett, Brierley Hill, on July 
15 last year. 

The two friends had fled to 
the reserve at around 
3.15pm having been chased 
there by the Attwoods, who 
accused them of throwing 
stones at the family home, in 
Fens Crescent. 

During the attack, the 16- 
year-old from Kingswinford 
was left unconscious having 
been held down and battered 
with bricks, sticks and a 
baseball bat. 

His jaw and a finger were 
broken and a tooth was 
knocked out. His back and 
arm were also severely 
bruised. His friend suffered 
non-serious injuries to his 
legs. 

Dc John Horrobin said: 
“Thanks to the bravery of 
the two teenagers and other 
witnesses, Gareth and 
Aaron Attwood, along with 
their father Andrew, were 
identified as the attackers.” 
Gareth and Aaron Attwood 
were remanded in custody. 

Andrew Attwood was 
released on bail.

Switching on to new station for community

A NEW community radio station will be 
hitting the airwaves when Black Country 
Community Radio is launched on August 1 
and broadcast from studios in Dudley. 

While the radio station will initially be 
broadcast online, PC, tablet and mobile 
devices, station boss David Brownhill hopes 
to apply for a full licence from media regula¬ 
tor Ofcom later this year. 

Mr Brownhill, aged 55, said Ofcom had 
restricted the number of organisations 
applying for FM frequencies, due to a short¬ 
age in the area. The chance later this year 
will be the first opportunity to apply since 
2005. 

He said: “There are currently over 200 
licenced community radio stations in the 


country and radio bosses are hoping that 
their application for a community radio 
station to promote the central and northern 
Black Country would be successful. 

“Community radio is real local radio 
which the community can really get 
involved in and relate to the issues and 
places broadcast on air. The Black Country 
is a great community to live with some great 
characters and we hope to be broadcasting 
their stories and humour.” 

If the application is approved there are 
plans to move the station’s studio to Dudley 
town centre, something Mr Brownhill said 
has already been discussed with council offi¬ 
cials. The station aims to cater for the area 
not covered by The Bridge in Stourbridge, 


including Springvale and Bilston East in 
Wolverhampton, Tipton, Great Bridge and 
Tividale in Sandwell, Swindon, Himley and 
Wombourne in South Staffordshire. 

It will also cover a wide area in Dudley, 
from Sedgley and Coseley East, through 
Gornal to Netherton, Brockmoor, Pensnett 
and Kingswinford. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said: “I 
think Dave’s plans are brilliant. A commu¬ 
nity radio station in Dudley would be a great 
way of bringing the community together, 
promoting local charities and community 
groups and highlighting the great things 
that happen in the town every week. 

“I’m doing all I can to support him and his 
team.” 


Red is dead as number's up 
for the iconic phone kiosks

THE age of the mobile has set the 
seal of doom on another 50 old- 
fashioned telephone kiosks 
around the West Midlands, as BT 
plans to cut them off for good. 

But a handful of iconic red phone boxes in 
the Black Country will escape the axe - 
because they are classed by English Her¬ 
itage as ‘listed buildings’. 

They will continue to be a beacon of days 
gone by, when most people relied on them to 
keep in touch before the days of mobiles, the 
internet, Facebook, Twitter and Skype. 

Nationally BT has removed 33,000 kiosks 
from the ‘street furniture’ in towns and vil¬ 
lages over the last decade because mass use 
of mobile phones has made them obsolete. 

And now 1,000 more are to be removed 
across the country, including 50 in the West 
Midlands. BT has not yet decided which of 
its 1,746 kiosks across the region will disap¬ 
pear - but 12 red phone boxes in the Black 
Country and Birmingham will be safe 
because of their ‘listed’ status. 

Listed 

These include two outside the old County 
Court in Hagley Road, Stourbridge, which 
were first ‘listed’ in 1989, and two next to 
the Town Hall in West Bromwich. 

They are of the ‘K6’ variety, designed by 
Sir Giles Gilbert Scott in 1935 for the silver 
jubilee of King George V 

The model became a symbol of Britain the 
world over and was adopted by colonies such 
as Malta, Bermuda and Gibraltar. 

Not that you would know the Stourbridge 
ones were considered precious - they are 
currently looking down-at-heel with 
missing panes of glass. 

But after their condition was reported to 
BT by the Chronicle’s sister paper, the 
Express & Star, they are now set for repairs. 

David Hickman, who was Stourbridge’s 
librarian for 32 years and is secretary of the 
town’s Historical Society, said: “The K6 red 
phone boxes were certainly part of my life. 

“These two by the county court were just 
along the road from the old Stourbridge 
Library - and it’s right that we keep them. 

“I also support them being maintained - 
they shouldn’t be allowed to disintegrate.” 

Mr Hickman, aged 66, who confesses even 
he has moved into the ‘mobile’ age, added: “I 


do understand that gradually there is less 
call for phone boxes. But it’s important to 
retain some of them - they are part of our 
heritage.” 

BT spokesman Emma Tennant said: 
“Over 12,000 payphones make less than one 
call per month - over 70 per cent are unprof¬ 
itable. BT has removed 33,000 kiosks over 
the last decade. We plan to remove 1,000 
more across the UK of which around 50 are 
likely to be in the West Midlands. 

“Some will have already been removed. 

“Due to the huge reduction in payphone 


use, alongside the massive rise in mobile 
phones, BT is able to remove any kiosk that 
has another one within 400 metres. “If there 
is no other kiosk within 400 metres we need 
to consult with the local authority.” 

Pledged 

She added that a total of 81 K6 red phone 
boxes remain in the West Midlands. And she 
pledged that action would now be taken to 
repair the damaged Stourbridge kiosks as 
soon as possible. 

In Belbroughton, near Stourbridge, vil¬ 


lagers came up with the novel idea of adopt¬ 
ing their village High Street phone kiosk - 
and turning it into one of the smallest 
libraries in the world. 

Called the Belbroughton Book Exchange, 
villagers keep it stocked up and borrow 
books, replacing them with their own used 
volumes. 

A redundant box in Banner Street, Hale¬ 
sowen, was given a facelift and used for a 
short time as an art gallery hosting an exhi- 
bitionof paintings, photographs and sculp¬ 
tures.

TA to the soldiers who 


back up regular Army

at the unsung volunteer 
reservists who combine their 
duties with a full-time job 


THEY are the weekend warriors 
training to back up Britain’s mil¬ 
itary. 

They hold down full time jobs and 
spend their evenings and many of their 
weekends training all over the country to 
handle harsh terrain and the pressure of 
being under fire. 

One of the Territorial Army reservists, 
Abby Plant works in finance for environ¬ 
mental consultancy Adas in Pendeford. 
The 24-year-old from Codsall spends her 
weekdays in an office but on Saturdays 
gets up at 5am, dresses in camouflage 
gear and carries a heavy rucksack to run 
up and down hills in Surrey. 

This week she takes her exams as part 
of her accounting technician diploma. 

At the weekend Gunner Plant of 106 
(Yeomanry) Regiment Royal Artillery 
may have to carry a backpack weighing 
20kg (441b) six miles within 90 minutes, 
sleep out in the open in Salisbury or drive 
Land Rovers the way they were built to 
be driven - off road. 

Physically 

Former Codsall High School pupil 
Gunner Plant, of Bromley Gardens, said: 
“It’s an exciting life. It’s exhausting and 
it can take it out of you, but you always 
feel that you’ve accomplished something. 

“I wasn’t particularly physically fit 
when I joined but I thought if I don’t do 
this now I’ll keep putting it off,” she 
added. 

Now she is at the gym two or three 
times a week and is part of a running club 
with her fellow soldiers. 

She walks the several miles to work 
each morning and then runs home in the 
evening. 

Over the past decade the Territorial 
Army has deployed 26,000 reservists 


including 22,000 to Iraq and Afghan¬ 
istan. A tour of duty lasts six months 
but follows three months of full time, 
intensive training. In that time 30 have 
been killed. 

The Army is reducing the number of 
regular Army soldiers from 102,000 
down to 82,000. Some serving soldiers 
are being put on notice that they are 
facing redundancy and the government 
is prepared to spend £1.8 billion to 
expand the TA to fill the void. 

As well as the weekend commitments 
there is the prospect that one day Abby 
will find herself overseas alongside 


regular army soldiers. Her parents 
Nick, aged 53 and Vicky, 51, understand 
what the role involves, as does her 
employer. However, there are legal pro¬ 
tections that ensure a job is kept open 
for any TA soldier who goes on a tour. 

When the Army needs Territorial sol¬ 
diers, it goes through a process called 
mobilisation. Territorials are only called 
up if the army needs them. 

They or their employers can object if 
it would seriously affect their lives or 
work. 

Abby joined the TA two and a half 
years ago on the same day as Ross 


Grosvenor from Walsall. Gunner 
Grosvenor, aged 21, works as a service 
adviser at the Brindley Nissan garage in 
Delta Way, Cannock. 

He lives with his parents Simon, 51 - 
who also served in the TA with the 
Staffordshire Regiment - and Lynn, 53, 
in Pelsall. He has a sister, Zoe, aged 17. 

On Tuesdays he finishes his 8am to 
6pm shift, polishes off a sandwich or 
microwaveable ready meal and heads off 
to The TA site in Fallings Park, Wolver¬ 
hampton where he is with the Air 
Defence Unit of 106 Regiment Royal 
Artillery. “I’d always had an ambition to 
be a pilot”, he said. 

“After I left Queen Mary’s Grammar 
School in Walsall I applied to the Royal 
Air Force. But when I got to Cranwell 
they said I lacked life experience by 
wanting to join straight from school. 

“I joined the TA and following 12 
months of training passed out in January 
last year. 

“On Tuesdays we will do any sort of 
training from first aid to vehicle checks 
and weapon handling skills,” he added. 

Weekends 

“Sometimes we will devote a whole 
session to fitness assessments, including 
how many press ups we can do. I’m on 
the regiment shooting team which goes 
away on competitions to places like the 
Salisbury Plains. 

“Going away with the TA takes place 
one or two weekends a month,” Gunner 
Grosvenor said. “We also do a one to two 
week camp every year. I’m allowed to 
take the time off from work unpaid.” 

His colleague Gunner Steve McHugh, 
aged 23, has been with the TA for five 
years. He works at the Co-Op petrol 
station in Wombourne. 

His work with the TA saw him spend 
three months in London during the 
Olympics, supporting the regular army 
and seeing the Paralympics opening cer¬ 
emony. He said: “For me it’s a social life 
as well as work.”

Time for a big break as 
snooker club up for sale 

THEY started out with 300 
members and five snooker 
tables. 

Now, 31 years after opening, Dudley 
Snooker and Pool Club bosses Mar¬ 
garet and Graham Morris can boast 
3,000 members and 19 tables. 

But the couple, who have seen stars 
such as Ronnie O’Sullivan and Peter 
Ebdon compete at the club, are now 
looking to retire and are selling the 
club. 

The pair, who started the club on 
recommendation from snooker 
player-turned-commentator Willie 
Thorne, say the strain of running the 
operation full-time was becoming too 
much. 

They have, however, pledged to stay 
on until a buyer for the two-storey 
club, which is on the market for 
£149,950, is found. 

Entertainment 

Mrs Morris, aged 68, said: “We’ve 
had a fantastic time running the club 
and have met so many great people, 
including some who have gone on to be 
big stars. But now we’re ready to give 
it up and pass it on. I just want to 
ensure it stays on as a snooker club. 

“There is only one club left in the 
town and many members rely on us for 
socialising and entertainment.” 

The couple decided to start the club 
after Mr Morris, now aged 70, had to 
give up his job as a truck driver and, 
while working in the betting trade, 
received a tip-off from Willie Thorne 
that a snooker club was a good busi¬ 
ness to start up. Initially renting the 
upstairs of the club in Stafford Road, 
they soon received an influx of 
members and were then offered the 
chance to buy the entire building. 

They created a bar downstairs and 
brought in more tables. At its height

10 years ago, the club had 4,000 
members and players in three local 
leagues. It sponsored national youth 
tournaments and received visits from 
many upcoming stars including 
Ronnie O’Sullivan, Peter Ebdon, and 
Stephen Hendry. 

Mrs Morris said: “The club hit off 
quickly and soon we were very busy. 

“It proved very successful, not just 
with the older people but also young¬ 
sters who wanted to get into the sport. 

Today, popularity has dropped, but it 
is still busy here and there is plenty of 
potential for the club’s future.” 

Over the years, the couple have 
enlisted the help of their son Jayson, 
who was a professional snooker player 
and daughter Helen MacRae.

Fairness 

To ensure fairness, the 
Government is making sure 
that those with the broadest 
shoulders bear the greatest 
burden.

That is why we the Chan¬ 
cellor announced an overall 
cap on welfare spending

seven days before claiming 
benefits, and claimants will 
be required to learn English 
if they don’t already speak it.

People to have say over 
tax cuts for vulnerable 


RESIDENTS of Dudley are being 
consulted on proposals for how 
much council tax bills are 
reduced for vulnerable people 
and low-income families. 

Dudley Council is seeking views on three 
options for the reduction offered to taxpay¬ 
ers in the borough. 

The choices are a 20 per cent, an 8.5 per 
cent or no reduction at all. 

The council’s cabinet have formally rec¬ 
ommended 8.5 per cent as the preferred 
option but no decision will be taken until 
after the public consultation. 

The council grants around £24 million in 
council tax reductions to around 33,500 
households as part of its scheme and 
receives around 90 per cent of this back 
from the Government. 

The reduction works out to an average 
£13.54 per week or £704 per year. 

Chiefs will now be asking the public 
whether it should be reducing the £2.4 
million contribution from it’s own funds 
that is helping to protect vulnerable fami¬ 
lies from increases in their council tax bills. 

It follows the Government’s changes to 
the welfare benefits system. 

Cabinet member for finance, Councillor 
Pete Lowe said: “As local government 
finance continues to be under severe pres¬ 
sure, and as a result of our Big Question 
consultation exercise we remain fully com¬ 
mitted to listening to the views of our resi¬ 
dents.” 

The consultation will start next month 
and a decision will follow later this year. 


Wallaby house fire 

A FIRE broke out in the wallaby house at 
Dudley Zoo last week - but all seven of the 
Parma wallabies escaped any injuries. Two 
staff at the zoo used fire extinguishers when 
the animals’ straw bedding caught fire from 
an electric heater at the Castle Hill tourist 
attraction.

Parking trial forced us 
to move shop - florist

BOSSES of a flower shop 
claim a trial parking scheme 
in Brierley Hill town centre 
made it ‘impossible’ for them 
to remain at High Street. 

Flowers Now @ BHF has moved a 
short distance from High Street to 
Dudley Road - a decision owners Rob 
and Diane Mantle say was pushed on 
them by the new parking regulations. 

Dudley Council brought in the 
£100,000 trial in February in a bid to 
cut congestion and provide quick 
parking for shoppers. 

It saw the introduction of four bays 
for hour-long unloading and parking, 
plus four spaces for disabled parking. 

A full parking ban will be introduced 
down the opposite length of the street. 

Mrs Mantle, aged 52, said: “We have

found it impossible to carry on the 
business on High Street following the 
new parking arrangements. With no 
rear access to the premises to load and 
unload the vehicle outside the prem¬ 
ises it has not been possible to carry on. 

“Cars have been parked along the 
high street consistently, often for more 
than the time restrictions due to spas¬ 
modic visits by parking control. 

Refurbished 

“Also receiving deliveries has 
become impossible - many other 
traders on High Street are experienc¬ 
ing the same problems.” 

The couple’s new base is within the 
newly-refurbished Acorn House. 

A hairstylist and beauty centre is 
also expected to open within the house 
later this year. 

Mrs Mantle said: “The move is 


much-needed for us to showcase our 
brand and will enable customers the 
freedom of onsite parking when col¬ 
lecting their orders and will alleviate 
the loading and delivery problems 
experienced on the High Street.” 

Councillor Judy Foster, former 
cabinet member for transport on 
Dudley Council, was behind the trial 
scheme, which is set to end in August. 

She claimed the florist was the only 
business to oppose the parking scheme, 
and that Mr and Mrs Mantle had 
already made the decision to move 
before the trial came in. 

She added she had authorised more 
parking inspectors to patrol High 
Street. 

She said: “The trial scheme has been 
very well received by the traders, only 
the florists had made representations 
to me against it.” 


Old library 
room gets 
new lease 
of art life 

A ROOM that formerly 
housed Netherton Library 
has been given a new lease of 
life as an art exhibition and 
performance centre. 

It had been based at 
Netherton Arts Centre in 
Northfield Road since 1894. 

But the library was moved 
to the Savoy Centre, a busi¬ 
ness and learning centre, in 
Northfield Road, under cost¬ 
cutting plans last year. 

Now the room used at the 
arts centre has been con¬ 
verted into a space for art 
exhibitions, workshops, 
schools displays, arts work¬ 
shops and performance area 
for small music events. 

The Old Library Room 
will be launched with an 
exhibition by installation 
artist Paul Gittins on July 
19.

Dudley Council cabinet

School is ranked outstanding 
after inspectors are impressed 


A SCHOOL in Coseley has been 
ranked ‘outstanding’ by inspectors 
impressed with teaching standards 
and happiness of pupils to the 
delight of staff. 

Christ Church Cof E Primary has been given 
top marks by Ofsted for the second time.

Fizzing fun for Tizer's 
one big happy family 


IT could be a cold job, 
working at the Tizer factory 
in Wednesbury, recalls 
Pearl Goode. 

“To stop the tops from flying off, 
you had to dip the bottles of Tizer 
into a bowl of warm water while you 
put the cap on,” she recalls. 

“In the cold weather we used to 
hold our hands down in the bottle 
for a bit to keep warm.” 

But while it might have got a bit 
parky in the winter, 70-year-old 
Pearl recalls it as one of the happi¬ 
est times of her life. 

“We were like on big happy 
family,” she says. 

Indeed family was very much the 
operative word for Pearl, who went 
to work at the plant around 1960. 

Her mother, her sister, her 
cousin - around a dozen of her rela¬ 
tives worked at the factory in Friar 
Park Road, and she says there used 
to be a real bond. 

“It was the same throughout,

there were lots of families who all 
worked together,” says Pearl, who 
operated the machines on the pro¬ 
duction lines. 

“I think my mum Mary Wilkes 
started work there about 1950, and 
my cousin June Newell was also 
working there when I joined. 

“My uncle Jack Vincent, he was a 
driver, then there was another 
cousin, Geoffrey Tilly.” 

Pearl recently discovered these 
photographs while searching 
through some family belongings. 
Thought to have been taken during 
the 1950s and 1960s, they show a 
happy, contented workforce. 

“They went on a few coach trips, 
and they went to dances at the 
Stewponey Hotel, near Kinver, 
when they wanted a weekend away. 

“There was a great mix of people, 
and we all got on well. There were 
youngsters like me, but there were 
also a lot of older people,” says 


Pearl, who lives in Freeman Road. 
She isn’t in any of the photographs, 
but her mother, cousin and several 
other family members are. 

Her son Rob Goode is hoping that 
other people will get in touch. 

Tizer was founded in 1924 by 
Fred Pickup, of Manchester, and 
was originally known as Pickup’s 
Appetizer. 

As its popularity grew, the name 
was abbreviated to the snappier 
Tizer, and a number of plants began 
to spring up across the UK, includ¬ 
ing the one at Wednesbury. 

In 1972 the company was taken 
over Scottish soft drinks giant A G 
Barr. Production ceased at Friar 
Park years ago, but there is still a 
sales operation on the site. 

Pearl says while she loved her 
time at the plant, she could not 
imagine many of today’s young¬ 
sters would want to work in such an 
environment. 

“It was hard work, and the pay 
wasn’t great, but we had fun.”

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Move aims to get more 
recycling by households 


PROPOSALS to encourage 
more people to recycle - 
including offering special 
deals for visits to popular 
tourist attractions such as 
Dudley Zoo - have been 
unveiled. 

Dudley Council has launched the 
new ‘incentive scheme’ as part of an 
expansion of recycling services. 

It includes savings at the Ruskin 
Glass Centre in Stourbridge and 
leisure centres across the borough. The 
council is recruiting other businesses 
to sign up to the scheme. This would 


allow them to promote their goods and 
services on a new recycling website. 

Bosses are increasing recycling serv¬ 
ices in the borough and will be collect¬ 
ing plastic bottles and cardboard from 
all homes in the borough by spring next 
year. 

It comes after Dudley Council 
received a government grant of £1.8 
million. The cash will also be used to 
enable the council to continue empty¬ 
ing bins every week. 

The council is also funding the intro¬ 
duction of wheelie bins for household 
rubbish, which is expected to cost 
around £2.5m. 

Councillor Tracy Wood, said: “The 


roll-out of this new service and the 
associated incentive scheme will help 
us to thank our residents for every¬ 
thing they continue to do to help 
protect our environment. 

“Residents value the waste and recy¬ 
cling service, which scored very highly 
in the Big Question consultation, and 
these improvements acknowledge that 
we know how important recycling is to 
our residents.” 

Residents will have two bags for 
paper, card, plastic bottles and cans fol¬ 
lowing the expansion of the recycling 
services.

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Nine held during police crackdown 


NINE arrests have been made 
in Dudley during a police 
crackdown on vehicle crime. 

The men were arrested as part of 
Operation Intrusive, a borough-wide 
crackdown on offenders. 

Those arrested were aged between 
17 and 39 and were caught by police 
operating in Brierley Hill, Wollescote, 
Halesowen and Quarry Bank. 

They where charged with offences 
ranging from theft of motorbikes to 
vehicle interference. 

Eight motorbikes were also recov¬ 
ered by officers during the operation, 
with two men on police bail pending 
further enquiries. 

Sgt Craig Ryder, who is in charge of 
Operation Intrusive across Dudley, 
said: “Our number one priority at this 
time is to reduce vehicle crime through 
the identification and arrest of those 
suspected of committing offences. 

“This is an ongoing operation and I 
want to reassure the public officers are 


working hard to ensure Dudley 
remains one of the safest place to live, 
work and play across the West Mid¬ 
lands more arrests will come in time.” 

Officers have also applied for Crimi¬ 
nal Anti-Social Behaviour Orders to be 
issued against two of those arrested.

Meanwhile a crackdown on speeding 
motorists has been launched by police

Police are carrying out regular speed 
checks along ‘hotspot’ routes to raise 
awareness of speed limits and to catch 
drivers who break the law. 

The crackdown was sparked by con¬ 
cerns from communities across the 
borough which marked out speeding as 
the top priority for their police. One 


area identified is Manor Way, Hale¬ 
sowen - a 40mph stretch of dual car¬ 
riageway from the M5 to Grange Island 
roundabout. 

Residents claim too many motorists 
are speeding, causing a danger to 
people turning on and off the road from 
businesses and Halesowen Athletics 
Club.

A&E fine looms 
for Russells Hall 


DUDLEY’S Russells Hall 
may have to pay a penalty of 
more than £120,000 as hos¬ 
pitals in the region face fines 
of hundreds of thousands for 
failing to accept patients at 
emergency departments 
soon enough. 

Rules introduced in April 
mean hospital trusts can be 
fined £200 every time they 
take between 30 and 60 
minutes for a patient to be 
handed over to A&E after 
their arrival by ambulance. 

The fines, levied by local 
clinical commissioning 
groups, reach £1,000 if the 
wait is more than 60 
minutes, as was the case 
with 91 ambulances in the 
Black Country and Stafford 
in April. 

Hospitals in the region, 


including Walsall Manor, 
Stafford, Sandwell, Dudley’s 
Russells Hall, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s New Cross, Worcester¬ 
shire Royal, Birmingham 
Children’s and Queen Eliza¬ 
beth, are responsible for 
£429,000 of these. In the 
whole of the wider West Mid¬ 
lands region, hospitals are 
facing fines of £1.35 million. 

Russells Hall could be 
fined £128,800 for 379 han¬ 
dovers that took 30 to 60 
minutes and 53 handovers of 
more than one hour. 

Paula Clark, chief execu¬ 
tive for The Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust, said 
the hospital had not yet been 
fined but the trust is in talks 
with Dudley Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group and 
ambulance bosses.

Robin feels the baby 
blues on her home turf 


D ark skies, brooding atmosphere, 
mystery and people in peril... 
We could be talking about 
Scandinavian noir, that breed of 
programmes that has taken British TV 
by storm over the past four years, or 
even Channel 4’s moody French 
import, The Returned. 

But no, we’re describing New 
Zealand’s attempt to get in on the 
broody drama act. 

Top of the Lake has been co-written 
and co-directed by acclaimed Kiwi 
film-maker Jane Campion, whose 
previous work includes The Piano (for 
which she won a Best Screenplay 
Oscar, as well as the Palme d’Or), 

The Portrait of a Lady and Bright Star. 

However, there is an international 
feel about the production, thanks to the 
presence in the cast of Americans 
Elisabeth Moss and Holly Hunter 
(who’s reunited with Campion here for 
the first time since winning a Best 
Actress Academy Award for her 
performance in The Piano), Australians 
David Wenham and Thomas M Wright, 
and Scotsman Peter Mullan. 


down in the lead role after becoming 
used to watching her as the 
immaculately attired secretary-turned- 
copywriter Peggy Olson. The actress 
could hardly believe her luck when the 
script of Top of the Lake landed in her 
lap. 

“I’ve always been a huge fan of 
Jane Campion, she does such 
incredible work, so many different 
kinds of things, but they always have 
her own sensibility about them,” says 
Moss. “She is the epitome of the 
actor’s director so getting the 
opportunity to learn from her and be 
challenged by her has been such an 
incredible part of this experience.” 

Moss plays Detective Robin Griffin, 
a child protection officer, who’s 
recently returned to her home town to 
nurse her ailing mother. 

When pregnant 12-year-old local girl 
Tui Mitcham is rescued from a frozen 
lake, it’s Robin who’s called in to take 
care of her case. Her investigation 
uncovers disturbing facts about the 
locals - not to mention aspects of her 
own life she’d rather forget. 

“Robin is one of those incredible 
female roles that are really rare where 


you have a character who is strong 
and feminine, who has a lot to do and 
who has an incredible emotional 
journey,” explains Moss. 

“Jane understands the complexities 
of people, and she obviously has a gift 
for female characters that have those 
complexities, showing that they’re not 
always right, they’re not always wrong, 
they’re not always beautiful - they’re 
often ugly, they’re not always strong 
but they’re incredibly powerful. So for 
me it’s sort of a dream role and it’s 
very different from anything I’ve ever 
done.” 

So, why should we tune in? 

‘The story becomes Robin’s search 
for herself as she’s also diving into her 
own past that she’s been running 
away from,” claims Moss. “It’s a 
detective story, it’s a mystery, it has all 
these elements about it that are sort 
of tried and true. 

“But what makes it different is it’s 
got the Jane Campion touch. So 
everything is just a lot darker, a lot 
stranger, a lot more complicated than 
that.”

Superb set to stay ahead of the field

BUILDING on the successful 
formula of space, refinement and 
generous levels of standard equip¬ 
ment, Skoda’s latest generation 
Superb packs all the familiar quali¬ 
ties that’s already convinced so 
many to sign on the dotted line. 

Improvements to the Superb might not be 
immediately obvious, however Skoda has 
focused on the things that matter: cleaning up 
the engine range, sharpening up the car’s looks 
to mirror that of the Rapid and latest Octavia, 
and adding some welcome extra kit. 

Sculptured 

Although the cosmetic changes are subtle, 
out has gone the slightly generic Skoda design, 
replaced by a more sculptured look fore and aft. 

Inside the car’s cabin it is largely business as 
usual. Detailed trim and material changes have 
done a good job of ensuring the Superb’s cabin 
remains a plush environment for all occupants, 
though. 

As before, this Superb’s main selling point is 
its cabin space. Extended in all the right areas, 
front seat occupants are made to feel special 
while those in the rear can stretch out thanks 
to the generous amount of legroom offered. In 


the influential premium saloon class, rear 
space is important. You may be transporting 
clients or paying customers - either way, the 
Superb’s extra inches do much to create an 
appealing executive ambience. And that’s 
before you consider the car’s voluminous boot - 
seats up or down. 

You won’t be paying executive prices for the 
Superb, though. As with the previous genera¬ 
tion car, the sums involved are modest for 
something of this size and opulence. And Skoda 
is hoping that its generosity in the equipment 
department will prompt buyers to place the 
Superb high on their shopping lists, especially 
as similarly priced rivals offer less space and kit 
for similar money. 

Generous 

With four models to choose from (S, SE, Ele¬ 
gance and top-spec), the act of making a choice 
is no longer a simple one as there’s a generous 
spread of standard kit even on the lower-spec 
models now. 

Furthermore, this ensures the car remains 
competitive in the crowded company car 
market when value for money is a key driving 
force in purchasing decisions. 

With alloy wheels, air conditioning, Blue¬ 
tooth, electric windows and mirrors, chilled 
glovebox and seven airbags forming part of the 
Superb’s core standard kit list, even the entry- 
level S model is hard to ignore. 

SE models gain larger alloy wheels, a touch¬ 
screen audio screen and a greater choice of 
audio inputs, rear parking sensors plus a host 
of detailed interior and exterior trim accents. 


The move up to Elegance sees a big uplift in 
specification, with xenon headlights, bigger 
(again) alloy wheels, touchscreen navigation, 
heated and powered front seats, leather uphol¬ 
stery and a heated windscreen. 

Skoda’s traditional flagship Laurent & 
Klement model adds front parking sensors, 
more leather, heated rear seats, an upgraded 
audio unit, TV tuner, privacy glass and gloss 
black cabin trim. 

Skoda’s generosity also extends to its engine 
range, greater efficiencies should mean you pay 
less at the pumps and to the taxman. 

Some models benefit from cuts to C02 emis¬ 
sions as high as 19 per cent, while Skoda boasts 


that every model delivers more miles per gallon 
and emits less at the tailpipe. 

Buyers can choose from three petrol and 
three diesel engines, plus manual and DSG 
gearboxes depending on the particular model. 
Unusually in this sector there’s also the option 
of all-wheel drive on selected variants, which 
will no doubt add a welcome all-weather dimen¬ 
sion to the Superb for some buyers. 

With diesel power the mainstay of the range, 
the choice ranges from a 1.6-litre 105 horse¬ 
power unit to a 2.0-litre unit in 140 and 170 
horsepower guise. Petrol fans can choose 
between 1.4 and 1.8-litre units offering 125hp 
and 160hp respectively, plus a 3.6-litre V6 pro-

ducing 260hp. Overall performance is, as you’d 
expect, biased towards refinement and 
comfort. The big Superb surprises with its 
agility yet there’s no escaping the fact that it’s 
built primarily to cosset its occupants. The 
well-weighted major controls and slick actions 
of the minor switchgear help boost the cabin’s 
already impressive ambience, while the 
smooth-shifting transmissions - both manual 
and DSG - cement the car’s place in the 
premium sector. 

Just like with the previous incarnations of 
the Superb, Skoda has again produced a 
refined, spacious, enjoyable-to-drive mid-size 
executive car that, in reality, offers so much 
more than the established competition. 

With a competitive pricing strategy plus 
innovative technology and good looks, Skoda 
has a car that continues to live up to its name.

Boss looks for hard graft to reap rewards 


WOLVES have made the journey to Andy 
Murray country - and the players already 
have a feeling for the punishing ritual the 
new Wimbledon champion has endured, 
such as yoga. 

Kenny Jackett’s squad are staying in 
Murray’s hometown of Dunblane for six 
days and training at Stirling University, 
three and a half miles away. Jackett has had 
the players in at 7.30am every weekday 
since a week last Wednesday for the first of 
three training sessions per day. 

After almost two weeks of the lung-burst¬ 
ing schedule, they boarded their coach at 
Molineux at 9am on Monday with few signs 
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the hard work is letting up. They return for 
a training camp in Scotland for the first time 
since 2008, which preceded their promotion 
to the Premier League as Championship 
champions. 

But like Murray - who has worn the old 
gold shirt at tournaments given to him by 
Wolves fan John Lloyd in 2008 - Jackett is 
really into the business of being a winner. 

He sees the best way to do that is by being 
as fit as possible, with a more varied routine 
than the players would have been used to. 


Jackett said: “I think to do three sessions 
a day, you generally in a working environ¬ 
ment need to get up early and get working. 

“It’s a good habit to get into and in pre¬ 
season, it’s something I’ve always done. 

“It’s good to lay down some foundations 
and then you can properly separate a 
running session, a football session and a 
gym session.” 

In Mick McCarthy’s time, Wolves players 
were given the choice of taking up weekly 
pilates sessions offered to them. 

Only a few did so, now similar work is a 
staple under Jackett, who said: “The gym- 
based sessions can be anything from weight 


training and physical conditioning to core 
work to mobility to yoga. You get variation 
in all of those areas and you can specify. 

“I like to separate each section because 
those three aspects cover every aspect of 
training, then you can get the right thing at 
the right time after that.” 

The early starts aren’t just to get players 
into a routine. Jackett believes the rest 
between each session is as important as the 
session itself to prepare correctly for the 
next one. 

Diet is also a vital part of Jackett’s strict 
regime - with the varied menus, re-placed 
by healthier options. 


ASTON BELTS UP TO 
CLAIM FIRST TITLE 


DUDLEY’S Ryan Aston was the boss of fight 
night at Wolverhampton Civic Hall to win his 
first title after his opponent retired with a rib 
injury at the start of the fourth round. 

Harry Matthews’ movement had been impaired by a 
crunching body shot and, with his left eye also marked, pun¬ 
ishment for the other six scheduled rounds seemed futile. 

It brought to an end Aston’s best performance in the pro 
ranks to date in his 12th paid contest. He left the Civic on 


Saturday night with the 
British Masters super mid¬ 
dleweight belt. 

The match was made 
outside of the 22-year-old’s 
usual realm of middleweight 
as Matthews had stepped in 
at just over a couple of days 
notice but it was, nonethe¬ 
less, an impressive result. 

The never-stopped ‘Pock- 
lington Rocket,’ a former 
Central Area champion and 
English title challenger, cer¬ 
tainly didn’t bully Aston as 
he would have liked. 

Connected 

Aston bounced out of the 
corner from the opening bell 
and soon connected with two 
right hooks. 

The right hook was his 
primary weapon, but he 
bamboozled Matthews back 
into the corner with a big left 
in the second. 

Matthews kept on coming 
forward in the third right up 
until he was hurt by a loaded 
right hook to the ribcage 
that nearly took him off his 
feet and signalled the begin¬ 
ning of the end. 

There was much delibera¬ 
tion at the end of the round 
as Matthews considered 
boxing on with trainer 
Glenn Banks making the 
call to retire to the referee, 
Dudley’s Shaun Messer, one 
second into the fourth. 

What was supposed to be a 
five-fight undercard turned 
into four contests with 
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Swadlincote’s Craig Wilshee 
left dismayed after a no- 
show from his opponent, 
Worthing’s James Child. 

The reasons given was 
that Childs was on board a 
train from London to Birm¬ 
ingham that had struck 
someone on the tracks, 
forcing a long delay that saw 
the bout cancelled.

Summers, usually a light 
heavy, had to lose nearly a 
stone-and-a-half as he strug¬ 
gled with his personal grief.

Derby puncher Elvis Dube 
wasn’t the easiest introduc¬ 
tion back into pro life for the 
former senior ABA national 
semi-finalist, who had two 
fights paid experience, but 
he coped well. 

Wisely unwilling to trade 
with a heavy hitter, 
Summers, 25, stayed behind 
his jab and enjoyed success 
when putting his punches 
together in the second.
